MINUTES 


TWENTY-FOURTH    ANNUAL    MEETING. 


First  Session. 


MoREHEAD  City,  N.  C,  June  11,  1903. 

The  Twenty-fourth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Pharmaceutical  Association  was  held  at  Morehead 
City,  with  headquarters  at  the  Atlantic  Hotel,  where  the 
sessions  were  held. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  at  11  o'clock  by 
President  H.  T.  Hicks,  of  Raleigh.  At  the  request  of  the 
President,  the  Secretary  called  the  roll.  A  quorum  being 
present,  the  meeting  was  declared  open  and  ready  for 
business. 

The  President  introduced  to  the  Association  Mr.  W.  L. 
Arendell,  who  welcomed  the  Association  in  a  ringing 
speech  to  the  city  of  sea  breezes  and  soft-shell  crabs. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  Address  of  Welcome 
was  responded  to  by  C.  B.  Miller,  of  Goldsboro,  as  follows: 

RESPONSE  TO  ADDRESS  OF  WELCOME. 

Mr.  President  and  Brother  Pharmacists: 

It  has  fallen  to  my  lot  to  respond  to  this  address  of  welcome,  and  I 
assure  you  that  it  is  not  only  a  pleasure  for  me  to  do  so,  but  an  honor 
as  well,  and  doubly  so  after  listening  so  earnestly  to  those  words,  ring- 
ing with  unmistaken  tones  of  genuine  hospitaUty. 

Those  kind  words  so  fitly  spoken  meet,  I  know,  with  a  responsive 
chord  in  the  heart  of  every  brother  here.  Is  it  any  wonder  that  we  feel 
at  home  here?  Is  it  strange  that  we  realize  that  we  are  in  the  hands  of 
our  friends,  when  we  remember  that  this  is  our  fifth  return  in  annual 
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asscinbh-  to  dear  old  Morehead?  Yes,  we  have  begun  to  realize  that 
throughout  the  I)orders  of  our  Grand  Old  State,  there  is  no  place  in 
which  we  feel  so  much  at  home,  as  among  these  open  hearted,  broad- 
minded,  progressive  people. 

One  year  has  swiftly  passed  since  we  said  iarewell  to  this  City  by  the 
sea,  and  its  good  citizens.  That  year  has  brought  gladness  to  many  of 
our  hearts,  and  to  some  a  sadness,  for  it  is  as  unfailing  as  Time  itself 
that,  "into  each  life  some  rain  must  fall,  some  days  must  be  dark  and 
dreary." 

Be  that  as  it  may,  yet  the  jovs  of  our  last  annual  session  here  have 
lingered  through  all  the  intervening  da3's  and  months  making  lighter 
our  burdens,  and  casting  sunshing  into  our  lives.  We  have  lived  in 
happ3-  anticipation  of  this  day  when  we  meet  you  again.  Thanks  to  a 
kind  Providence.  Ours  is  a  busy  life,  fraught  with  grave  responsibility; 
we  have  no  leisure  hours  that  we  can  claim  our  own  like  the  ordinary 
man  of  business.  In  the  early  morn,  in  the  dewy  eve,  and  into  the  far 
spent  hours  of  the  night,  we  are  called  upon  to  minister  to  the  wants  of 
suffering  humanity. 

So,  m3^  good  friends,  we  have  laid  aside  these  cares  for  a  few  days, 
where  instead  of  the  tinkle  of  the  mortar  and  pestle,  we  can  hear  the 
roll  of  the  broad  Atlantic  as  it  dashes  its  white  capped  waves  in  cease- 
less thunders  upon  3-our  sand  ribbed  beach.  For  a  few  days  we  turn 
from  the  odor^  of  decoctions  and  ointments,  to  inhale  your  life-giving 
ozone,  as  it  is  wafted  to  us  in  quiet  zephyrs  from  the  mighty  bosom  of 
the  deep,  a  tonic  moi'e  pleasing  than  the  Elixir  of  Life.

We  come  in  annual 
session  to  discuss  the  profession  of  Pharmac3',  to  exchange  our  views 
with  one  another  upon  problems  that  not  onl3^  interest  us  as  Pharma- 
cists, but  all  humanity  as  well.  We  are  here  to  renew  our  friendly  ties 
in  social  intercourse.  Ours  is  a  profession  of  no  less  import  than  others. 
In  our  hands  ofttimes  we  hold  the  balance  of  Life  or  Death;  to  sustain 
life  is  our  mission.  The  advancement  of  Pharmacy,  therefore,  is  a  step 
forward  for  the  whole  race. 

We  welcome  you  one  and  all  to  the  sessions  of  our  meetings;  come  and 
go  when  you  will.  Now,  in  l)ehalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina,  I  thank  vou  for  your  kind  words  and 
hearty  welcome  to  your  thriving  little  city,  with  the  assurance  that  we 
shall  take  to  our  homes  on  departing,  the  memor3'  of  well  spent  hours 
and  delightful  associations. 

The  knights  of  the  grip  and  other  visitors  were  extended 
the  eourtesies  of  the  plaee  l)y  President  Hicks  and  invited 
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to  participate  in  the  discussions  and  deliberations  of  the 
bod\^ 

Vice-President  LesHe  was  called  to  the  chair  and  Presi- 
dent Hicks  proceeded  to  deliver  his  annual  address. 

president's  address. 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

Gentlemen:— I  am  pleased  to  meet  you  again  in  the  annual  meeting, 
hoping  that  you  have  been  enjoying  health  and  happiness  for  yourselves 
and  families  during  the  past  year. 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  rehearse  the  many  new  remedies  that  have 
been  brought  forward  during  the  past  year,  most  of  you  know  too  well 
of  their  existence. 

One  of  the  most  important  matters  before  the  Pharmacists  and  Drug- 
gists at  present  is  the  reduction  of  tax  on  Alcohol.  This  is  a  very  heavy 
tax  on  the  retail  druggists  especially,  he  having  no  way  of  recouping  as 
has  the  manufacturer  or  the  jobber.  The  difference  in  each  individual 
sale  being  too  small  to  advance  price  for,  but  in  the  aggregate  making 
a  very  heavy  tax  on  the  retail  druggist.  The  contention  raised  by  Mr. 
Hinson  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  A.  Ph.  A.  relative  to  the  lowering  of 
the  prices  of  small  sales,  I  think  not  well  grounded. 

In  my  opinion  the  most  important  need  of  our  North  Carolina  Phar- 
macists is  organization— in  this  State  Association,  and  in  local  city  or 
Count  Associations.  Close  organization  of  this  kind  is  sure  to  increase 
financial  profits  and  produce  professional  improvement,  indeed  this  is 
the  only  correct  method  of  improving  our  general  condition  and  in  this 
connection  I  take  pleasure  in  commending  to  you  the  accompaning 
letter  from  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists  and  trust  that 
you  will  pass  the  resolutions  attached  thereto. 

The  department  of  Pharmacy  at  the  University  should  be  a  source  of 
pride  and  satisfaction  to  every  Pharmacists  in  this  State.  It  enables 
our  3'oung  men  to  be  trained  both  scientifically  and  practically  at  less 
cost  than  in  the  large  cities  away  from  home.  At  the  same  time  it  per- 
mits them  to  take  a  general  College  or  University  course  in  literature 
and  other  scientific  studies  if  they  so  wish  and  thus  make  them  broader 
minded  and  more  cultured  citizens. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  also  to  the  necessity  or  desirability  of 
amending  our  Pharmacy  laws  so  as  to  permit  two  grades  of  licentiates. 
One  being  for  qualified  or  licensed  assistants  open  to  operatives  of  two 
or  more  years  experience;  and  the  other  for  licensed  or  registered  Phar- 
macists having  four  or  more  years  experience.  The  licensed  assistant 
being  a  legal  assistant,  but  not  permitted  to  own  or  manage  a  store — 
the  licensed  and  registered  Pharmacists  being  fully  licensed  to  own,  or 
operate  or  manage  business  for  himself  or  for  others.    This  would  be  a 
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benefit  to  both  the  clerk  and  the  proprietor.  It  would  enable  the  indus- 
trious clerk  to  become  a  licensed  assistant  earlier  and  thus  render  it 
easier  to  have  licensed  clerks  in  eYer3'  store  at  all  times.  It  would  benefit 
the  licensed  Pharmacists  (proprietor  and  the  manager)  by  preventing 
many  incompetent  or  unprincipled  Pharmacists  from  becoming  owners 
and  managers. 

Another  important  feature  of  the  drug  business  that  I  wish  to  empha- 
size is  the  manufacture  of  a  line  of  Pharmaceutical  preparations  in  each 
store.  I  do  not  mean  something  "just  as  good"  as  Listerine,  Lactopep- 
tinc,  etc.,  but  similar  things  with  some  improvement,  varying  formulae 
to  suit  local  condition  and  pecularities.  Freely  sample  your  ph^^sicians 
with  these  and  show  same  to  your  customers  who  purchase  similar 
remedies  in  original  packages  and  3'ou  will  be  surprised  at  the  success 
that  3'ou  will  have  if  you  put  up  really  fine  Pharmaceutical  preparations 
from  good  formulje.  There  is  a  great  field  open  along  this  line  and  from 
personal  experience  and  oljservation  I  can  sa}'  that  it  is  the  most  inter- 
esting and  profitable  department  of  the  store,  and  at  the  same  time  in- 
creases your  professional  prestige  with  your  doctors  and  customers. 

And  in  conclusion  I  wish  to  commend  the  good  work  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  in  helping  to  enforce  the  Pharmac\^  law  and 
to  interest  Pharmacists  generally  in  it.  If  we  could  show  every  druggist

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  your  Secretary  I  do  so  with  the  be- 
lief that  the  year  just  closed  has  been  filled  with  good  work  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  druggists  of  the  State,  and  as  we  are  now  about  to. pass  the 
twenty-fourth  mile  post  in  our  history  we  enter  upon  a  new  year  with 
vigor  and  repewed  energy  in  our  cause. 

After  adjouiyiment  last  year  your  secretary  proceeded  with  consider- 
able delay  to  publish  the  proceedings.  The  first  object  was  to  secure 
advertisements.  After  considerable  correspondence  advertisements 
amounting  to  $155.00  were  secured,  an  excess  of  five  dollars  over  the 
preceding  year.  This  amount  has  been  turned  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
whose  receipt  for  same  is  attached  to  this  report.

(5)  What  is  about  the  proportion  of  expense  in  conducting  business, 
including  freight,  etc.,  to  the  cost  of  drugs  in  the  average  retail  store  in 
North  Carolina  ?

One  interesting  feature  of 
this  report  was  that  a  cider  claimed  to  be  non-alcoholic 
had  been  on  sale  at  the  University,  but  on  analysis  had 
been  found  to  contain  15  per  cent,  alcohol.  The  sale  of 
same  was  immediately  suppressed  by  the  authorities. 

An  invitation  for  a  sail  by  Mr.  F.  S.  Duffv  was  extended 
and  heartih'  accepted. 

Motion  to  adjourn  till  8  o'clock  this  evening. 
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Second  Session. 

June  11,  1903. 

The  second  session  of  the  Association  was  called  to  order 
at  8:30  o'clock,  President  Hicks  in  the  chair. 

Minutes  of  the  morning  session  were  read,  corrected  and 
approved. 

The  Secretary  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  D.  M.  Field  express- 
ing his  good  wishes  and  inviting  the  Association  to  meet 
in  Washington  next  3'ear. 

Mr.  O'Hanlon,  the  delegate  to  the  National  Association 
of  Retail  Druggists,  made  his  report  and  same  was  accepted 
and  ordered  spread  upon  the  minutes. 

REPORT   OF  DELEGATE  TO  THE  N.    A.    R.    D. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  N.  C.  P.  A.: 

Gentlemen: — Having  been  appointed  by  your  President  a  delegate  to 
the  National  Association-of  Retail  Druggists,  which  held  its  meeting  in 
the  city  of  Cleveland,  O.,  September  22  to  25,  it  was  a  great  pleasure  to 
be  there.  The  meeting  was  very  largely  attended  by  many  of  the  most 
prominent  druggists  in  the  United  States.  The  speeches  were  ver3'  fine 
and  great  interest  seemed  to  be  exhibited  by  all  the  delegates.  The 
Cleveland  meeting  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  will  stand  with  the  Buffalo  conven- 
tion of  the  former  year  as  one  of  most  vitjd  importance  to  the  life  and 
efficiency  of  the  organization.  iVt  Buffalo  it  was  a  conflict  of  tried  com- 
mercial plans  against  unadjudicated  legal  theories.  Wisdom  and  common 
sense  prevailed  and  tried  methods  were  left  undisturbed.  It  was  my 
desire  to  hear  everything  I  could  In  regard  to  the  work,  that  I  might 
make  an  intelligent  report. 

At  Cleveland,  though  practical  unanimity  of  thought  prevailed,  the 
all-important  problem  was  whether  or  not  the  Association  would  be 
able  to  place  itself  on  a  sound  and  self-supporting  financial  basis.  The 
very  life  of  the  Association  depended  upon  this  decision.  Again  common 
sense  came  to  the  rescue  of  the  organization  and  the  increase  in  dues 
provided  for  was  voted,  with  but  two  votes  in  the  negative.  The  gener- 
ous contributions  of  many  leading  manufacturers  showed,  as  perhaps  no 
other  action  on  their  part  would  show,  their  confidence  in  the  ability  of 
the  N.  A.  R.  D.  to  benefit  the  drug  trade  of  America.  From  $10,000  to 
$12,000  was  contributed  by  proprietors.  The  proprietors  know  what 
they  are  doing. 
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An  interesting  feature  of  the  Cleveland  meeting  was  the  resolution 
respecting  the  attitude  of  pharmaceutical  houses.  The  Association  has 
heretofore  confined  its  work  to  proprietary  goods.  Unscrupulous  manu- 
facturers of  pharmaceuticals  have  taken  advantage  of  others  who  are 
loyal  to  the  principles  of  the  tripartite  plan,  and  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  must  see 
its  friends  suffer  or  it  must  protect  them. 

The  Association  now  has  power  and  vigorous  action  will  be  taken  on 
all  lines.  The  action  with  reference  to  substitution  was  a  frank  and 
wholesome  statement  of  the  retail  druggists'  position  on  this  questiqii. 
Dishonesty  of  this  kind,  as  of  every  other  kind,  was  strongly  denounced. 
The  N.  A.  R.  D.  is  now  on  a  firmer  foundation  than  ever  before  and  is 
growing  every  day  in  greater  usefulness.

Whereas,  The  results  accomplished  by  the  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists  during  the  past  four  years  having  been  such  as  to 
inspire  confidence  in  the  success  of  its  plans  for  improving  the  financial 
condition  of  the  retail  drug  trade ;  therefore,  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  loyalty  of  this  Association  to  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists  is  hereby  reaffirmed. 

Resolved,  That  the  direct  contract  and  serial  numbering  plan  author- 
ized by  the  Cleveland  convention  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  put  into  operation 
I)y  the  Dr.  Miles  Medical  Company  is  hereby  commended  and  endorsed, 
and  that  all  members  of  the  Association  are  urged  to  give  the  plan  and 
those  manufacturers  marketing  their  preparations  under  its  provisions 
their  active  and  earnest  support. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  Association  that  all  proprietary 
manufacturers  claiming  friendship  for  the  retail  trade  should,  at  the 
cariiest  possible  moment,  adopt  the  Miles  plan  (or  in  heu  thereof  some 
other  equally  effective  full-priced  plan)  and  thus  show  a  wilHngness  to 
protect  the  retailer  against  the  ravages  of  dishonest  cut-rate  competi- 
tion. 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  officers  and  committees  of  the  Association 
are  hereby  directed  to  co-operate  in  every  practical  manner  with  the 
officers  and  committees  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  and  its  local  branches  in  order 
that  the  two  bodies  may  work  in  the  closest  harmony  and  to  the  great- 
est mutual  advantage. 

Resolved,  That  the  incoming  President  of  the  Association  is  hereby 
directed  to  appoint  ...  delegates  to  represent  the  N.  C.  Pharmaceutical 
Association  at  the  1903  convention  of  the  National  Association. 
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Resolved,  That  the  niembersof  the  Association  are  urged  to  do  all  that 
lies  in  their  power  to  make  the  work  of  the  N.  A.  R.  D.  successful,  that 
through  this  instrumentality  the  commercial  prosperit\^  of  the  retailers 
of  the  State  may  be  advanced  and  the  status  of  the  retail  drug  trade  of 
the  entire  country  may  be  improved. 

Mr.  Grantham  made  a  motion  to  adopt,  and  that  two 
delegates  be  appointed  b}-  the  President  to  represent  this 
Association  at  the  next  convention,  which  meets  in  Wash- 
ino-ton,  October  5,  and  that  the  railroad  expenses  of  both 
be  paid  by  the  Association.     Carried. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  offered  and  adopted: 

RESOLUTION   ON  THE  ALCOHOL  TAX. 

Whereas,  Our  internal  revenue  laws  impose  a  tax  of  $2.07  on  each 
wine  gallon  of  commercial  alcohol,  thus  greatly  increasing  the  cost  of 
that  substance  and  placing  a  heavy  burden  upon  the  industries  in  which 
it  is  a  necessary  raw  material;  and 

Whereas,  The  reduction  of  the  tax  from  $1.10  to  70  cents  per  proof 
gallon  ($2.07  to  $1.32  per  wine  gallon)  would  greatly  benefit  the  man- 
ufacturing industries  of  the  country,  and  would  cheapen  the  cost  of 
many  articles  of  general  consumption;  and 

Whereas,  Such  tax  reduction  would  result  in  practically  no  loss  of 
revenue  to  the  government  since,  with  a  lower  tax  rate,  the  use  of 
alcohol  for  manufacturing  purposes  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  the 
iUicit  distillation  of  spirits  from  which  no  revenue  is  now  derived,  would 
be  made  unprofitable;  therefore,  1n^  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  heartily  favor  a  reduction  of  the  tax  on  alcohol  to 
70  cents  per  proof  gallon,  and  urge  the  enactment  of  legislation  for  that 
purpose. 

Mr.  Leslie,  Chairman  of  the  Delegation  to  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  made  the  following  report: 

REPORT  OF  THE  DELEGATES    TO    THE  AMERICAN    PHARMA- 
CEUTICAL ASSOCIATION. 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion was  held  in  Philadelphia,  in  which  city  it  had  its  birth  in  1852, 
be'J^inning  September  8,  1902,  and  continuing  its  session  throughout  a 
week.  This  meeting  was  the  most  auspicious  in  the  Association's  life,  in 
that  its  semi-centennial  anniversary  was  celebrated,  the  occasion  being 
termed  its  golden  jubilee.  The  attendance  was  the  largest  and  most 
representative  ever  gathered.    The  numl)cr,  not  counting  members  alone. 
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having  been  estimated  at  one  thousand.  All  concerned  seemed  impressed 
with  the  spirit  and  dignity  of  the  occasion,  which  was  reflected  in  every 
direction.  The  papers  presented  in  the  scientific  section  were  of  an 
uncommonly  high  average  order  and  contained  several  from  eminent 
foreign  authors.  A  paper  read  in  the  commercial  section  by  Dr.  W.  C. 
Alpers.of  New  York,  created  quite  a  stir  on  account  of  the  author  taking 
a  strong  stand  against  price  compacts,  contending  that  restriction  to 
free  buying  and  selling  were  wrong  in  principle  and  should  therefore  be 
discouraged.  The  sincerity  of  the  author  was  unquestioned;  but  there 
was  so  much  difference  of  opinion  amongst  the  members  present  that  the 
paper  was  withdrawn  from  the  Association,  but  became  prominent  by 
appearance  in  the  Journal. 

The  revival  of  the  exhibition  feature,  which  had  been  discontinued 
many  years  on  account  of  some  objectionable  features  which  had  crept 
in  and  became  difficult  of  regulation,  was  an  attraction.  Every  object 
of  a  nostrum  or  purely  advertising  character  is  now  excluded.  The 
exhibition  is  by  rule  visited  by  the  Association  in  a  body  and  an  hour 
set  aside  at  a  regular  session  for  the  exhibitors  to  address  the  Associa- 
tion, dilating  upon  their  wares.  These  exhibitions  were  so  managed  by 
a  committee  as  to  be  of  no  expens-e  to  the  Association;  but  often  proved 
otherwise,  becoming  an  income.  On  aboye  lines  we  beg  to  suggest  the 
desirability  of  again  instituting  exhibitions  Ijy  the  North  Carolina  Phar- 
maceutical Association. 

The  jubilee,  or  anniversary  session  of  the  Association,  was  held  in  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Pharmacy.  This  was  very  impressive  and 
unusually  solemn,  on  account  of  the  circumstance  that  Dr.  Fred  Hoff- 
man, now  of  Berlin,  who  had  come  hither  to  preside  and  dehver  the 
principal  address,  had  onlj^  a  few  days  before  been  required  to  hastily 
return  home,  due  to  aggravation  of  a  very  serious  affection,  and  of 
whom  it  was  then  unknown  whether  he  had  arrived  safely.  His  address 
was  read  and  proved  to  be  a  scholarly  production,  giving  a  general 
history  of  American  Pharmacy. 

In  selecting  officers  for  the  current  year  our  section  was  honored  in  the 
choice  of  Dr.  George  F.  Payne,  of  Atlanta,  Ga.,  as  President.  While  the 
South  was  well  represented  in  numbers,  this  choice  was  due  less  to 
sectional  reasons  than  in  recognition  of  the  thorough  and  successful 
work  Dr.  Payne  has  done  in  securing  an  elevation  of  the  status  of  the 
pharmacists  in  the  army  and  navy  service. 

At  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  meeting  thei'e  is  always 
much  professional  and  business  information  to  be  gathered  from  the 
proceedings  and  contact  with  brethren  from  all  parts  of  the  country, 
many  of  whom  making  these  meetings  their  annual  vacation.  There  is 
also  provided  ample  pleasure  and  social  features. 

We  hope  that  these  suggestive  remarks  will  be  turned  to  account  Ijy 
more  North  Carolina  druggists  in  the  future  than  in  the  past,  although 
North  Carolina  had  more  in  attendance  than  any  other  of  the  Southern 
States,  except  Maryland,  and  was  represented  by  William  Simpson,  of 
Raleigh;  E.T.  Whitehead,  of  Scotland  Neck;  P.  W.  Vaughan,  of  Durham; 
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W.  A.  Leslie,  of  i\I()r<,v^nton;  W.  W.  Home,  of  Fayetteville;  H.  T.  Hicks 

and  W    H.  King,  ot  Ralei-h;  M.  R.  Williams,  of  Charlotte,  and  E.  V. 

Zoeller,  of  Tarboro.

REPORT    OF  LEGISLATION   COMMITTEE. 

We,  your  committee  on  legislation  take  great  pleasure  in  reporting 
that  no  bill  was  passed  by  the  legislature  changing  or  amending  our 
present  pharmacy'  law.  Several  bills  were  introduced,  two  or  three  of 
which  passed  the  Senate,  and  one  the  House  of  Representatives,  but 
through  the  untiring  and  faithful  work  of  our  chairman,  assisted  by 
several  members  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  the  Association,  none 
of  these  were  enacted  into  law. 

Among  bills  introduced  was  one  to  allow  Mr.  H.  N.  Garrison,  of 
Bessemer  City,  to  sell  drugs  without  license. 

One  to  authorize  Dr.  M.  D.  Kimborough,  of  Alocksville,  to  fill  an}-  and 
all  prescriptions  sent  to  his  drug  store  without  his  being  registered. 

Another  bill  was  introduced  to  amend  Section  8  of  Chapter  182,  of 
the  Public  Laws  of  1897,'  b}-^  striking  out  all  in  said  section  after  the 
word,  "words"  in  line  two  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following, 
"that  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  only  apph^  to  cities  and  towns  of 
more  than  one  thousand  inhalntants."  If  this  bill  had  become  a  law  we 
would  have  had  to  register  all  physicians  living  in  tows  of  one  thousand 
inhabitants  and  less  without  examination.  The  law  now  applies  to 
towns  under  five  hundred  inhabitants. 

A  bill  was  introduced  to  regulate  the  sale  of  morphine  and  opiates. 
This  bill  did  not  exactly  cover  what  was  needed  as  a  law  ot  this  kind, 
and  the  introducer  was  requested  to  withdraw  it,  which  he  did. 

It  is  very  gratifying  indeed  to  report  that  all  amendments  to  our 
pharmacy  law  as  stated  above,  were  promptly  prevented  from  being 
enacted  into  laws. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  be  appointed  a 
Committee  on  Legislation  and  that  they  be  requested  to  revise  our 
present  pharmacy  law,  and  draft  a  more  thorough  and  complete  one, 
submitting  it  to  the  Association  at  the  next  meeting  for  their  concur- 
rence, after  this  to  liave  the  next  ligislature  to  enact  it  into  laws.

Mr.  Thomas  advocated  a  strictly  cash  business  and  from 
his  experience  thought  it  a  good  thing,  and  the  only  way 
to  do  an  absolutely  safe  business. 

Messrs.  Bradham,  Miller,  Grantham,  Hicks  and  others 
gave  their  views,  some  favoring  one  plan,  others  another. 

Motion  to  adjourn  till  to-morrow  morning  at  10:30 
was  adopted.

OIL  OF  TURPENTINE  BY  THE  DISTILLATION  OF  WOOD. 

By  \V.  W.  Horne. 

Plants  for  tlie  destructive  distillation  of  pine  wood  have  been  in  oper- 
ation for  a  number  of  years,  but  appear  to  have  met  with  only  limited 
success.  Recent  experiments,  however,  have  brought  about  improve- 
ments in  the  processes  and  apparatus  emplo3-ed.  New  plants  are  under 
construction,  some  of  those  already  established  are  being  enlarged,  and 
wood  distillation  products  are  rapidly  assuming  an  important  place  in 
trade. 

Pine  stumps,  lightwood,  slabs,  etc.,  form  the  raw  material  for  these 
plants.  Both  live  and  dead  wood  are  used.  The  principal  products 
obtained  are  the  oil  of  turpentine,  variously  termed  in  naval  stores  jour- 
nals, "spirits  turpentine,"  "woo*d  naphtha,"  "wood  spirit,"  "spirittine," 
etc.,  and  rosin  oil,  tar,  creosote  and  charcoal. 

The  apparatus  in  use  by  the  different  operators  varies  slightly.  All 
follow  in  a  general  way  what  is  known  as  the  Bilfinger  process.  Iron 
retorts,  each  sufficient^  large  to  hold  a  cord  or  more  of  wood,  are  set  up 
in  a  brick  oven  having  a  furnace  in  its  base.  These  ovens  are  sometimes 
provided  with  air  flues  so  arranged  that  the  heat  acting  on  the  retort 
can  be  increased  or  reduced.  The  wood  is  filled  into  the  retort  through 
the  charging  aperture  in  the  top,  the  lid  secured  in  position,  and  the  fire 
started  in  the  furnace.  As  the  heat  rises  the  tar  accumulates  in  the  con- 
caved bottoms  of  the  retorts  and  is  discharged  through  an  outlet  pipe 
into  the  tar  receptacle.  The  volatile  products  pass  out  through  a 
conduit  connected  with  the  top  part  of  retort.  The  heavier  of  these 
products  are  precipitated  as  liquids  before  they  reach  the  worm  and  are 
thus  separated  from  the  lighter  oils  containing  the  turpentine.  The  gas 
and  lighter  oils  pass  into  the  condensing  apparatus.  The  turpentine  is 
afterwards  purified  by  distillation  with  alkali.  Only  the  charcoal 
remains  in  the  retort.  It  is  claimed  that  by  this  process  the  output  from 
a  cord  of  fat  pine  wood  is  about  twenty  gallons  of  turpentine,  forty 
gallons  of  oil,  and  twent3'-five  gallons  of  tar. 

A  sample  of  this  turpentine  was  obtained  from  the  Fayetteville  plant 
of  the  Georgia  Pine  Product  Company.  It  is  a  clear,  water  white  pro- 
duct, and  is  said  to  be  identical  with  pure  spirits  turpentine  in  so  far  as 
specific  gravity,  boiling  pomt,  optical  activit.v,  and  the  ordinar3'  chemical 
tests  are  concerned.  The  odor  is  less  aromatic  than  that  of  the  oil  dis- 
tilled from  "\'irgin  gum."  The  operators  state  that  the  difference  in  odor 
has  been  the  drawback  in  the  efforts  to  market  the  product. 
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Another  method  by  which  oil  of  turpentine  is  obtained  from  wood  has 
been  perfected  1)y  the  Weed  Distilling  Company,  at  their  plant  near 
Fayetteville.  The  Weed  process  is  very  different  from  that  of  the  plants 
described  above  and  the  spirits  turpentine  obtained  cannot  be  called  a 
product  of  destructive  distillation,  for  the  wood  is  not  destroyed.  There 
is  no  oven  or  furnace,  extraction  being  accomplished  b^-  the  use  of  a  rosin 
bath.  This,  the  inventor  claims,  secures  a  control  not  possible  with  the 
ordinary  methods  of  distillation. 

When  wood  in  retorts  is  subjected  to  a  high  degree  of  heat  decomposi- 
tions take  place  which  detrimentally  affect  the  turpentine  and  other 
products.  If  tar  is  decomposed  there  is  a  commingling  of  its  volatile 
ingredients  with  the  other  vapors  passing  out  at  the  top  of  the  retort. 
Also  charcoal,  if  superheated,  discharges  quantities  of  carbonic  acid.  It 
is  claimed  that  the  turpentine,  b^-  absorbing  such  gaseous  products  of 
decomposition,  is  so  impaired  in  quality  that  no  refining  process  can 
restore  its  original  purity.  To  avoid  these  effects  of  excessive  heat,  some 
of  the  processes  make  use  of  a  system  of  flues,  provided  with  dampers, 
so  arranged  that  the  application  of  the  heat  to  the  retorts  can  be  directed 
and  regulated  according  to  the  progress  of  the  distillation.  To  what 
extent  it  is  possible  by  such  means  to  prevent  these  decompositions,  is 
open  to  question. 

In  the  Weed  process  the  wood  sawed  into  billets  is  placed  in  an  iron, 
box-shaped  still  about  twenty  feet  square  and  five  feet  'deep.  The  lids 
closing  the  apertures  are  secured  in  position  and  melted  rosin  at  a  tem- 
perature of  160  C.  is  pumped  in  and  kept  in  circulation.  Steam  enters 
the  still  through  perforations  near  the  top.  After  the  oil  containing  the 
turpentine  comes  over,  the  rosin  is  drawn  off  and  the  wood  allowed  to 
drj^  for  several  hours.  It  is  then  removed  from  the  still  and  is  without 
sign  of  char.  In  another  part  of  the  plant  this  wood  is  worked  to 
destructive  distillation  to  obtain  the  creosote  oils,  charcoal,  etc.  The 
oil  of  turpentine  is  separated  from  the  heavier  oils  by  distillation.  Four 
of  these  oils 'and  a  pitch  are  obtained,  making  six  products  derived  from 
the  distillate.  It  is  claimed  that  from  fifty  gallons  of  this  distillate, 
thirty-five  gallons  of  spirits  turpentine  is  obtained,  ten  gallons  of  the 
four  oils,  and  five  gallons  of  pitch. 

A  sample  of  this  spirits,  clear  and  colorless,  was  found  to  have  a 
specific  gravity  of  .868,  was  neutral  in  reaction,  and  left  no  appreciable 
residue  on  evaporation  over  a  water  bath.  The  odor  is  mild  and  tar 
like,  and  when  compared  with  spirits  obtained  from  "virgin  gum," 
probably  differs  less  than  does  that  of  the  ordinary  article  of  commerce. 
The  chemists  of  the  Agricultural  Department  at  Washington  have 
reported  the  oil  as  identical  with  pure  spirits  turperAine  in  boiling  point, 
optical  activity,  etc. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  defines  oil  of  turpentine  as  a  "volatile  oil  distilled 
from  turpentine,"  and  describes  it  as  "a  thin  colorless  liquid  having  a 
characteristic  odor  and  taste,  both  of  which  become  stronger  and  less 
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pleasant  by  age  and  exposure  to  the  air,  specific  gravity  .855  to  .876 
and  boiling  point  155  C.  to  170  C." 

Aside  from  the  question  of  odor,  there  seems  no  test  prescribed  which 
will  distinguish  between  the  rectified  product  obtained  from  wood  and 
a  sample  of  turpentine  from  the  oleoresin. 

In  a  recent  article  in  "Drugs,  Oils  and  Paints,"  Air.  W.  G.  Scott  has 
offered  the  following : 

In  a  test  tube  place  about  10  c.  c.  of  the  turpentine  to  be  tested,  then 
add  about  10  c.  c.  of  C.  P.  sulphurous  acid  and  shake  four  or  five  times 
until  the  two  Hquids  are  mixed.  Set  aside  for  twenty  or  thirty  minutes 
to  allow  to  separate,  then  observe  the  appearance  and  color  of  the  two 
strata.

Upper  Stratum— Opaque;  milky  white  color. 
Lower  Stratum — Translucent;  milk3r  white. 
Odor — Slight  terpene  smell. 

PINE   DISTILLATE    (DEAD   WOOD). 

Medium  slow  separation. 

Upper  Stratum — Opaque;  light  buff  color. 

Lower  Stratum — Translucent;  3'ellow-aml:)er  color. 

Odor — Distinct  tar  smell. 

PINE   DISTILLATE    (LIVE   WOOD). 

Medium  quick  separation. 

Upper  Statum — Translucent;  lemon  3'ellow  color. 

Lower  Stratum — Clear  and  colorless. 

Odor — Mild  tar  smell. 

A  note  adds  that  pine  distillate  from  dead  wood,  if  highly  rectified, 
gives  a  reaction  approaching  that  of  the  li^-e  wood  distillate.  The  more 
the  distillate  is  rectified  the  less  turbidity  and  the  more  lemon  yellow  in 
color  the  reaction  is. 

Experiments  with  this  test  have  not  been  altogether  satisfactory.  It 
may  be  that,  owing  to  improved  methods,  some  of  the  distillates  now 
obtainable  are  of  higher  purity  than  those  heretofore  on  the  market. 
The  spirits  turpentine  of  commerce  is  not  a  refined,  constant  product, 
and  for  uses  demanding  highest  purity  there  is  reason  to  consider  to 
what  extent  the  rectified  oil  from  wood  will  ultimatelj^  gain  preference. 

Should  the  Pharmacopoeial  description  be  revised  to  furnish  means  for 
distinguishing  between  these  products  ?  Or  should  its  definition  be 
enlarged  so  as  to  include  the  product  obtained  from  wood  ?

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THE  CONSTITUTION   AND   BY-LAWS. 


COSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I.— Name. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.-Object. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharma- 
cists and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement, 
and  improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 

ARTICLE  III.-Officers. 

This  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer;  also 
an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secre- 
tary shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by 
ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Life  Membership. 

Any  member  who  shall  pa\'  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twcnt_y-five 
dollars  at  one  time  shall  become  a  Life  Member,  and  shall  1)c  exempt 
from  all  future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE  v.— Amending  Constitution. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  sub- 
mitted in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted 
for  at  the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  ofthree- 
fourllis  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 

The  By-laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  \)\  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  I.— Duties  of  Officers. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  administer 
the  Rules  of  Order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nominate 
all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present  resort 
to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  member- 
ship and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  present  at 
each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Association  dur- 
ing the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may  deem 
worthy  ot  notice. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shaU,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Sec.  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all  the 
proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  will  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify 
all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at  each 
annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him  since  the 
last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every  special 
committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary'. 

Sec.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds  of  the 
Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be  acceptable  to 
the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  President, 
who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue  the  certifi- 
cates of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee, 
previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members  who 
have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall  keep  a 
list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  member,  and 
furnish  .a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting  to  the 
Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership. He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  President, 
and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
accounts. 

ARTICLE.  II.— Of  Committees. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  Standing  Committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries,  and  a 
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Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
o&cio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  pro- 
ceedings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such 
members  who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive 
years.  They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members. 
At  least  one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  matters 
of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  re- 
ports, and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as 
they  may  deem  worthy  thereof 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all  papers 
or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall  be  read 
at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the  Secre- 
tary, arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  convenient 
for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within  three  months 
after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests  of  phar- 
macy; and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  questions  for 
investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable ;  and  in  other  ways  in- 
duce the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE  III.— Of  Membership. 

Section  1.  Everj^  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as 
a  Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of 
which  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive 
Committee,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing  with 
the  endorsement  of  two  mem])crs  hi  good  standing,  to  any  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said  Com- 
mittee; if  after  mvestigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  election, 
they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the  Associa- 
tion, and  he  may  be  elected  l)y  two-thirds  vote  of  the  meml)ers  present 
on  ballot. 

Sec.  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  re- 
garded as  an  associateof  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that 
such  failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  drop- 
ping the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership. 
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Associate  members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to 
contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  priyi- 
lege  of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Association 
until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into  the 
treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee ;  also  the  annual 
contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become  members 
shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  be  expelled  ftjr  im- 
proper conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  sniy 
annual  meeting. 

Sec.  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  3'early  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  an  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any 
one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be 
liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding 
section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  njembership,  signed 
Ijy  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  Ex- 
members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to 
reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the 
Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two 
years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year; 
whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Sec.  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary,  but  no 
resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  an3'  one  who  is  in  arrears  to  the 
Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  be  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary  ana 
reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Sec.  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  may  be 
deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  be  elected  honorary  members. 
They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall  they  be 
eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE  IV.— Of  AIeeting?. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  to  time, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of 
this  from  any  cause,  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall 
devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President  or  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  take 
the  chair.  In  absence  of  all,  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  elected  by 
the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary,  the  presiding 
officer  shall  appoint  a  secretary  pro  tempore. 

Sec.  3.  Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.

ARTICLE  v.— Of  Delegates. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  five  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Aledical 
Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alter- 
nates.

The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
considering  it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist 
in  regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  here- 
by agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and 
guide  for  all  official  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules 
only  in  exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some 
other  process  more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not 
intended  to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines 
ordered  in  accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias.) 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formulae  between  physician  and 
pharmacist,  and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  the  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good 
and  bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  conse- 
quences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same 
kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as  may 
come  to  his  knowledge. 

6.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  pubHc  for  his  know- 
ledge and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  be  regulated  by  the  time  con- 
sumed in  preparing  as  well  ashy  the  value  of  the  articles  sold.  Although 
local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of  charges  at 
different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally  undersell 
his  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil  resulting  from  its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
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insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feat- 
ure of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  practice 
of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage  as 
degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at  all 
times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  dangerous 
abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give 
each  other  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting 
the  character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or 
apprentice  who  may  have  applied  for  emjjloyment,  or  to  whom  they 
may  have  given  letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  mem- 
ber who  shall  divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment 
or  annoyance  of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be 
no  longer  entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be 
stricken  from  the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in 
his  own  behalf,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended  or 
expelled  by  a  vote  of  two- thirds  of  the  members  present.

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REPORT  OF  F.  W.  HANCOCK  AS  SECRETARY  AND 
TREASURER  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

Oyford,  N.  C,  June  1,  1903. 
To  His  Excellency,  Charles  B.  Ay  cock,  Governor: 

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  your  Excellency,  and  to  the  North 
CaroHna  Pharmaceutical  Association,  my  twenty-second  annual  report 
of  the  Proceedings  of  the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Pharmacy  for  the 
year  ending  June  1,  1903. 

The  fifty-sixth  (56th)  meeting  of  the  Board  for  the  examination  of 
candidates  to  practice  Pharmacy  was  held  at  MoreheadCity  on  June  17 
and  18,  1902.     Present,  Messrs.  Zoeller,  Simpson,  Bobbitt  and  Hancock. 

Mr.  E.  V,  Zoeller,  having  been  elected  by  the  Association  and  commis- 
sioned by  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  to  succeed  himself  as  a  member 
of  the  Board,  presented  his  commission  and  re-entered  upon  the  duties  of 
the  ofBce. 

Mr.  William  Simpson,  who  has  so  faithfully  and  with  such  marked 
abilit3'  filled  the  position  of  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  Board  since 
its  organization  twenty-two  j'ears  ago,  on  account  of  impaired  e^'esight 
tendered  his  resignation.  The  same  was  accepted  with  regrets,  and  Mr, 
F.  W.  Hancock,  of  Oxford,  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

Mr.  J.  Hal  Bobbitt,  on  account  of  his  intention  to  move  to  Baltimore 
to  reside,  tendered  his  resignation  as  a  member  of  the  Board.  The  resig- 
nation was  accepted  with  regrets,  and  Mr.  W.  W.  Home,  of  Fayetteville, 
was  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

A  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Bobbitt  and  Hancock  was  appointed 
to  examine  and  audit  books  and  vouchers  of  former  Secretary  and  Treas- 
urer Simpson,  and  to  make  a  transfer  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Hancock,  the  newly 
elected  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

Sixteen  (16)  candidates  appeared  for  examination  at  this  meeting. 
Seven  (7)  of  them  were  successful,  viz.:  James  G.  Ballew,  Lenoir;  Arthur

The  fifty -seventh  (57th)  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  in  the  city  o^ 
Raleigh,  in  the  senate  chamber,  November  11  and  12,  1902.  Present, 
Messrs.  Zoeller,  Simpson,  Home  and  Hancock. 

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  and  audit  books  and  vouchers  of 
former  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  reported  that  the\-  had  examined  said 
books  and  vouchers  and  found  the  same  correct,  and  had  transferred  to 
the  new  Secretary  and  Treasurer  money  amounting  to  $705.53,  also  one 
record  book,  one  registration  book,  and  a  lot  of  printed  forms. 

The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  stated  that  he  had  recently  visited  a 
number  of  towns  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  State,  and  in  almost  every 
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place  found  irregularities  or  violations  of  the  law,  and  from  the  number 
of  letters  received  from  other  places,  he  felt  sure  that  violations  were 
going  on  throughout  the  entire  State.  Whereupon  the  Board  decided  to 
employ  him  to  make  a  complete  tour  of  inspection  of  the  State,  to  see 
that  the  requirements  of  the  law  are  complied  with,  and  all  irregularities 
and  violations  properly  adjusted  or  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
proper  prosecuting  officers.  Satisfactory  terms  being  agreed  upon  he 
has  visited  the  following  towns:  Goldsboro,  Mount  Olive,  Burgaw, 
Wilmington,  Lumberton,  Wadesboro,  Sanford,  Southern  Pines,  Pine- 
hurst,  Al^erdeen,  Pine  Bluff,  Raleigh,  Clayton,  Selma,  Kinston,  LaGrange, 
New  Bern,  Newport,  Morehead  City,  Fremont,  Black  Creek,  Wilson,  Elm 
City,  Rockj'  Mount,  Nashville,  Spring  Hope,  Durham,  Henderson,  Ox- 
ford, Mpbane,  Chapel  Hill,  Hillsboro,  Haw  River,  Graham,  Burlington, 
Greensboro,  Reidsville,  Mayodan,  Madison,  High  Point,  Thomasville 
and  Charlotte.  In  a  large  number  of  these  he  found  violations  and 
irregularities,  most  of  which  he  has  adjusted.  In  others  he  is  afraid 
legal  steps  will  have  to  be  taken.  In  a  large  number  of  places  not  visited 
irregularities  and  violations  of  the  law  have  been  corrected  by  cor- 
respondence.
